' flow chart." or outline of logical 
solution, is prepared. From this a 
series of instructions called a "pro- 
gram" is written. This is then 
translated from words into fig- 
ures, raid the figures are punched 
onto cards <at the rate of one per 
MO ndt by a key-punch operator.
